PREFACE. 


The  title  page  of  such  a  catalogue  of  names  and  deeds  of  our 
Revolutionary  ancestors,  should  honestly  strive  to  convey  a  full  and 
true  conception  of  the  contents  of  the  volume  to  which  it  is  pre- 
fixed. 

In  reality,  the  subjects  herein  treated  require  a  much  closer 
attention  than  we  dare  claim  from  our  manner  of  treating  them. 

In  this  shortened  history  of  men  whose  services  to  their  country 
in  the  American  Revolut  ion  is  the  prime  reason  for  record  in  these 
volumes,  no  attempt  at  biography  can  be  made,  save  in  the  dramati- 
cally terse  record  of  birth,  marriage  and  death.  Even  as  a  military 
history,  we  cannot  furnish  anything  but  barest  outline  of  marches, 
skirmishes  and  battles.  Herein  we  have  a  collection  of  sketches  of 
army  and  navy  leaders,  but  devoid,  in  the  writing,  of  all  attempt  at 
form  or  embellishment.  Yet  these  same  incidents  and  personages, 
in  the  hands  of  an  artist,  could  be  woven  into  narratives  of  thrilling 
human  interest. 

To  the  student  of  history,  the  merest  hint  of  outline  for  historical 
research  is  sufficient,  and  we  rest  the  value  of  our  publication  on  the 
merit  of  truth  in  its  subject-matter,  the  importance  of  its  few  selected 
details,  and  the  accuracy  and  simplicity  of  its  narrative. 

To  glance  through  this  catalogue  of  names,  is  to  be  reminded  of 
pioneer  days  and  blood,  of  lives  keen  to  defend,  ready  to  fight,  fear- 
less to  risk,  and  to  initiate.  It  is  to  recall  men  and  women  of  kingly 
courtesy  and  queenly  grace,  of  virile  personal  charm  and  force, 
worthy  to  be  patterns  for  our  own  age  and  people. 

As  we  think  of  those  for  whom  these  names  stand,  seeking  a  new 
country,  and  finding  themselves  in  a  new  environment  that  made  for 
equality  of  being  and  of  opportunity,  we  realize  that  there  and  then 
was  the  beginning  of  that  real  Democracy  to  which  we  are  heirs. 


Shall  we,  descendants  of  these  patriots,  be  mere  decadent  para- 
sites upon  our  noble  inheritance,  feeding  upon  glories  won  by  men 
and  women  who  counted  life  well  lost  in  the  pursuit  of  spiritual 
liberty  ?  The  laurel  may  not  be  passed  from  brow  to  brow  ;  it  belongs 
only  to  the  winner. 

As  the  past  closes,  the  future  opens.  We  need  all  the  courage  the 
past  can  give  us ;  we  need  all  the  consecration  it  can  inspire.  These 
thousand  soldier  patriots  who  offered  life  itself,  to-day  beckon  us  on, 
and  nerve  us  modern  patriots,  by  their  splendid  cheer,  the  tenacity 
and  simplicity  of  their  faith,  their  inspired  vision,  and  their  percep- 
tion of  spiritual  freedom,  to  meet  the  ever  increasing  number  and 
complexity  of  the  problems  and  conflicts  of  our  day.
